Dear Mr. West: 


LI am in receipt of yours of the 5th 
with reference to 


GULF COAST DEVELOPMENT COMPANY 


which you state is a corporation organized 

under the Laws of South Dakota in 1906 and 

that you now desire to have this company qualified 
as a corporation in the State of Florida. 


I note by the records here that a corpo- 
ration with exactly the same name GULF COAST 
DEVELOPMENT COMPANY was organized under the Laws 
of Florida in 1921. Its main place of business 
being Nokomis and its authorized capital stock 
$13,000. I am not able, under the statutes, to 
authorize another corporation by exactly the same 
name so long as ls corporation above mentioned 
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organized in South Dakota and acquired lands in 
Florida for resale, etc., should have been quali- 
fied to do business as a corporation in Florida. 
So it seems that the problem now is how best to 
work out this conflict. 


It will simplify the matter some by the 
fact that the corporation at Nokomis has never 
paid any capital stock tax and is, therefore, 
delinquent under the corporation laws (but has not 
been dissolved). I believe the best plan would be 
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to amend the South Dakota corporation in some 

slight change of name and then qualify it to do | 
business in Florida. In that way. it would be 
in position to act freely as a corporation and | 
at the same time would not be in conflict with a neceitiaiiiiiitiaiteaaalll 
another corporation with exactly the same name. gg SII ace 5 
I notice that we do not have a corporation of | 
record by the name of 


GULF COAST REALTY AND DEVELOPMENT COMPANY 


and I would, therefore, suggest the amendment of 
the South Dakota corporation changing the name 
to that of Gulf Coast Realty and Development 
Company, then qualifying it under the laws of 
Florida. 


As to the capital stock tax law passed in 
1931, it is not the act with which you have to 
comply at present but what you need to do is to get 
the corporation authorized to do business in Florida 
which it has not heretofore been. I am enclosing 
herewith an affidavit form to be used in qualifying 
this corporation after you have changed its name 
in South Dakota.
